Nothing New Learned on 


Mishap at Los Angeles 
Called Closest Escape 
An Airship Ever Had 


Passengers Found Heavy Clothing Superflu- 
ous—Lowest Temperature Recorded 
Was 42 Degress Fahrenheit. 


By SIR HUBERT WILKINS, 
Noted Explorer Who Made the 
Round-the-World Flight on the 

Graft Zeppelin.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 30.— 
‘We have learned nothing new,” 
said Dr. Eckener and his officers. 
when asked if the just completed 
round-the-world Zeppelin trip had 
given them any valuable new in- 
formation. 

They are certain that the Zeppe- 
lin could, barring accidents, go on 
doing this sort of thing every day 


every week. When once in the air, 
flying is flying, they said. 


“There is nothing new that we | 


have learned about the engines %n | 
this trip,” said the Chief Engineer. | 
“We learned something on the trip _ 
before and the remedy seems to | 
have been effective.” | 

But the whole crew, including. 
the commander, realize that from | 
many points of view they have 
profited greatly. We have actually 
experienced the conditions of. 
Northern Siberia and learned about 
the behavior and conditions of 
cloud masses of the Pacific Ocean. 
There were times when we were 
in danger and at the take-off from 
Los Angeles, I think, the consen- 
sus of opinion is that it was the 
narrowest squeak an airship ever 
had to escape with so little dam- 
age. 

Pleasant, Comfortable, Safe. 

It is impossible for me to tell 
how long-distance lighter-than- 
air travel uppeals to the non-fly- 
ing man but from my point of 
view, it is the most pleasant, com- 
fortablé, convenient, safe, and re- 


liable method of covering dis- 
tance. 

Let me briefly outline our ex 
perience. 

We planned to set out from 
America, look over the Atlantic, 
Ireland, England, France, Switzer- 
land, Germany, Austria, Poland, 
Lithuania, Latvia, Russia, Arctic 


Siberia, Japan, the Pacific, Alaska, 
Mexico uai.d 13 states of the United 
States, and to do it as quickly as 
possible. 

We took special conveyances, ar- 
ranged for our comfort and con- 
venience, from our homes or ho- 
tels to the starting point. The 
start was rather embarrassing— 
Kleig lights and movietones and 
that sort of thing—but these are 
the annoyances that pioneers must 
always endure. Our luggage was 
placed on board. We climbed in 
and established ourselves in what 
was to be our home, a comfortable 
one, even luxurious. 

The ship hud been gassed and 
fueled. It was walked out to the 
starting point. A take-off at night 
in aircraft is always a thrill and 
the start on this flight was no ex- 
ception. 


New York by Night From Air. 

Before swinging out over the 
ocean we turned to circle the most 
wonderful city in the world. The 
electric-light-jeweled windows of 
New York's skyscrapers, the flash 
of the Great White Way are sights 
hard to rival. 

Easily over the roughest seas, we 
slid over France, startling the early 
rising laborers and the night-life 
seekers on the way home in Paris. 
The slender Ejiffe] Tower thrust up 
a finger and bid us welcome. In 
six hours less than three days we 
had spanned the Atlantic, covered 
a vast stretch of lanl and then 
like a homing bird, the Zeppelin 
circled Friedrichshafen, its home 
port, and settled down. 

Meanwhile, passengers rested 
comfortably. The only difference, 
between the comforts afforded on 
our aeriaj home and the Kurgar. 
ten Hotel was that at the hotel we 
had marble baths and an unlim- 
ited quantity of water to waste. 

At dawn on Tuesday, Aug. 15, 
we again took our places at the 
windows and watched the great 
dirigible slip from its resting place. 
The shortest distance to our goal, 
Tokio, was 6500 miles. 


Eastward Across Europe. 

Over Germany's rich fields we 
flew, and on to the lean waste land 
of Northern Poland. We skirted 
Lithuania and Lettland, countries 
cola, wet and flat with sour soil. 

Winds then took a hand in gov- 
erning our movements and in order 
to reap advantage of them, we saw 
very little of the small Eastern 
European states. 

A gorgeous sunset ushered us 
into Russia, and to satisfy the mod.- 
ern rulers of that tand, we shaped 
a course for Moscow. But to keep 
friendly with the wind we had to 
change our course and pass up 
Moscow. We swung far north of 
the city. and approached Wolog- 
da. 

From Wologda we sped on hop. 
ing to be able to go northward 
and look down on the shores of 
the Arctic Ocean, but again the 
wind dictated otherwise. We went 
some distance north but had to 
keep to a comparatively southern 
track in order to make better 
speed. We missed the thrill of 
crossing the Arctic Circle. 

The Ural Mountaina soon stood 
before us. We had crossed them 
just beneath the sixtieth degree of 
latitude. The Urais are not high,

WASHING'PON, Aug. 30. 

HE name of Dr. Hugo Eck-

“Who’s Who.” 


most valuable timber, tried to hide 
their shame in smoke from burn- 
ing undergrowth. 
Weird and Eerie Siberia. 

When the smoke belt was passed 
we found ourselves above a weird, 
eerie stretch of country. It was 
soggy and sodden with water. Al- 
most still-watered rivers mean- 


ing, turning. 

Blocks of stunted timber on low 
ridges separated marshes. Shallow 
lakes, probably never before been 
seen by man, supported only wat- 
erbirds and fat mudfish, -which 
splashed and darted startled by our 
shadow. 

The great river Ob was crossed 
and then the three-branched 
Yenesei, its water flowing outward 
to the Arctic Ocean. The Yenesei’s 
two great tributaries, the Untiere 
Tunguska and the Stienige Tun- 
guska—the stony and the sandy— 
are great and magnificent. 

We followed the erratic course 
of the Sandy, which cut through 
some high undulating hills. 

It was in these hills that we en- 
countered and battled with the 
first violent storm we had experi- 
enced on the trip. Rain squalls 
beat down all about us but most! 
of them were dodged by going 
round them, 

Then we sped on through the 
night to Yakutsk, the greatest city 
in Northern Siberia. It is situated 
on the historic. Lena River. The 
Caire lingers in the mind of those 
who have traveled Africa. The 
dropping of a wreath on the grave 
yard by the German officers in 
memory of their fallen in the 
World War struck a deep note of 
human sympathy. 

Through Siberian Mountains, 

Yakutsk is a place that will al- 
ways call us. We crossed the broad 
Lena River. It was miles wide 
even at that distance from its out- 
let. We turned more southerly to 
cross Siberia’s high mountains 
and meet the sea. The mountains 
were much higher than charted. 
The ship was light and Dr. Eck- 
ener decided to thread his way | 
through rather than go over the 
top. The hour's crossing looked 
extremely -dangerous but, with 
much ballast in hand and a capable 
and responsive crew, it would have 
been possible to shoot above the 
level of the mountains to certain 
safety. We swooped down to the 
sea. The crossing of Siberia was 
over. 

The most amazing thing to near- 
ly everybody was the agreeable 
temperature experienced. Some 
put On Overcoats on occasions but 
the heavy underwear, thick sweat- 
ers and fleece-lined sleeping bags 
were superfluous. The lowest tem- 
perature recorded was only 42 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

All through the night we ap- 
proachea the coast of Japan we 
fought wind squalls and_e rain- 
storms. Tokio spilled out like hot 
bake batter, except that in its 
center a few high »uildings show- 
ed. The Palace was the fulfill- 
ment of one’s dream of quaint 
Japan, but few other houses and 
only a few shrines and temples 
had that convex curled trait in 


architecture ¢e normally associate 
with the country. 
Yokohama looked interesting 


from an altitude. We would have 
been quite prepared to find it so 
upon the grourd, In fact a few 
of our passengers did visit the city 
and their descriptions were en- 
thusiastic, 


The Landing at Tokio. 

The little brown sailors did their 
job to perfection as we landed. 
Then came a thrilling ride to To- 
kio. Absorbed equally in pictures 
and light brown dust we enjoyed 
and did not complain about the 
other. A hurried hot bath and a 
dinner combined with breakfast at

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out when a crunching and bumping 
warned us that something had gone 
wrong. There were a few appre- 
hensive moments and we began to 
scuttle backwards to the shed.

The hangar was hot and full 
of sandflies and mosquitoes; it 
would never do to try and rest 
there so we hurried back to Tokio. 
There was time for little else ex- 
cept bathe, get the laundry done, 
sleep and eat a hurried meal be- 
fore we flocked to the hangar once 
again. 

A Storm Off Tokio. 

This time the weather held us 
back until late next afternoon. 
Then after luncheon at a native 
restaurant, we took our customary 
places, watch>2d the Japanese boys 
walk the big ship to the field and 
give her a lift. After a few min 
utes’ flight we were over water, 
then in a cloud and soon a storm, 
the most violent we had experi- 
enced on the trip. 

It was only of short duration 
but the ship pitched steeply down- 
wards, rose and pitched again. The 
psssengers rushed to the saloon to 
watch from the windows. The 
storm was almost at the edge of 
a fog through which we ploughed 
for almost 40 hours. Sometimes we 
would get on top of it. It was never 
thick, about 4000 feet at the most. 
We could always see the water 
from about 600 feet. 

For many hours we flew right 
in the thickest of the fog, especial- 
ly to get the benefit of the cooler 
air and stronger wind. The wind 
was strong behind us and contin- 
ued that way almost all the way 
across the Pacific ocean, 

We saw no ship until we were 
almost in sight of land. The vigilant 
watch I kept when the ocean could 
be seen was rewarded by a sight of 
only three whales, a sun fish, a 
couple other large fish and some 
frightened sea birds. 

At San Francisco, one plane ar- 
yived to escort.us, then another, 
then a half a dozen and a dozen 
more—we could never agree as to} 
how many there were. 


Then the houses of ’Frisco be- 
came distinguishable. Some of us 
had lived there and we eagerly 
pointed out our old resorts. Then 
the airship swung over Berkeley 
and Oakland. Crossing the bay we 
sailed high over the city’s resi- 
dential quarter and turned and 
followed the coast line. 

Good Job of Mooring.

| SHOT DEAD IN STREET FIGHT 


WABASH SAFETY MIAN 
KILLED BY INTERURBAN 


B. M. Carrico Run Over While 
Making Inspection at Oak- 
ley, Il. 


—— 


Benjamin M. Carrico, a traveling 


| safety engineer for the Wabash 
: 


| Railroad, was run over and killed 
by an interurban car at Oakley, 
Ill., 10 miles east of Decatur, late 
yesterday. 

He had gone to Oakley to check 
up on the whistling of engines at 
a crossing there on complaint that 
some engineers were neglecting to 
blew their whistles all the way to 
the crossing in compliance with a 
Wabash rule. 

Witnesses of the accident told 
railroad executives that Carrico 
was standing on the interurban 
tracks which parallel the Wabash 
right-of-way while a freight train 
passed. Apparently the freight 
train made so much noise that the 
safety engineer did not hear the 
approaching electric car. He was 
thrown 60 feet by the impact and 
was run over before the car could 
be brought to a stop.

- Setting the pace for 
five laps had cost him much energy 
and he could not withstand the 
chills that overcame him in his long 
immersion of five hofrs. 

The Brooklyn boy was carried 
from the Red Cross boat to his 
cot, khere it was some minutes be- 
fore he could speak. At first he 
babbled incoherently but warm 
drinks and hot water bottles soon 
brought him around. 

“Just cold,” he muttered between 
chattering teeth, 

“The cramps were not bad. 
They came once i na while, but 
not bad. It was cold; too cold. 

The case of Ross was the worst 
chill the hospital cared for during 
the day. 

Edward F. Keating of New York 
City, moved into second place half 
way through the sixth lap and was 
about 300 yards behind Norman 
Ross, the leader. 

Marvin Nelson of Fort Dodge 
surrendered the second place to 
Keating, who was swimming 
strongly. Ernst Vierkoetter was 
still fourth and Izador Sponder of 
Port Colborne, Ont., fifth. 

George Young Forced Out. 

George Young of Toron-’o, win- 
ner of the first Wrigiey marathon 
swim, was taken from the water 
soon after the leaders naJ passed 
the five-mile mark.

The balloon is the ancestor of all aircraft, and the 
balloon race is the patrician among aeronautical 
sports, just as the yacht race is the most distin- 
guished of water events. It is the skill and knrowl- 
edge of man directly against the elements, without 
reliance on machinery. Each ascent in a free balloon 
is a voyage into the unknown, for no pilot knows 
where he will finish his journey. The racing aero- 
naut must be a keen student of meteorology and a 
rapid-fire weather prognosticator, with a makeup 
containing courage and caution, directing him just 
where and when to dump his precious ballast. 
In these days of speedy airplanes and of dirigible 
airships which circle the globe, we may lose sight of 
the free balloon’s value. It is a worthy aid in train- 
ing flyers, and valuable in the study of meteorology. 
From its easy-riding basket, free from vibration and 
noise, the most accurate observations of the upper 
air strata can be made. The balloon is useful in 
map making and for leisurely exploration over a 
period of time. In war it is still utilized for ob- 


St. Louis has a particularly advantageous location 
for the start of a long-distance balloon race, since 
great mileages may be covered from this city with- 
out encountering the hazard of mountains or sea. 
The city has been host to the Bennett races twice: 
in 1907 and in 1910. The German balloon Pommern, 
which won the race in 1907, went to Asbury Park, 
N. J., 877 miles. The American balloon record was 
set in 1910 when A. R. Hawley and Augustus Post 
sailed 1172 miles, landing in the wilds of Quebec. The 
world’s record is still something to shoot at, however. 
It dates back to 1914 when Hans Berliner, a German, 
traveled 1897 miles and landed in Russia, 
was promptly arrested and sent to prison, proving 
that the balloon pilot’s life is never dull.

EX-CONVICT SOUGHT FOR 
MISSOURI KILLING, SURRENDERS 


Prisoner Denies Shoc Shooting Man in 
Auto and Wounding Woman 
and Others. 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 30.— 
Jim Cropper, ex-convict of Ozark 
County, sought for the ambush 
killing of Arvil Shipley, 21 years 
old, Fairfax (Mo.) farmer. last 
Wednesday, surrendered to Sheriff 
L. 8. Stephens at Gainesville to- 
day. 


Cropper was placed in jail and 
bound over wtihout bond to the 
November term of court. Although 
Cropper denied any part in the 
shooting, he was identified by Ed- 
gar Hurd, brother-in-law of the 
slain man, as the person he saw 
fleeing after two shots were fired 
at the Shipley car on the highway 
near Sycamore. 

Cropper has been the object of 
a hunt by posses and bloodhounds, 
but he declared this morning he 
did not learn he was sought until 
yesterday afternoon. 

A Coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict indicating Shipley met death 
“from shotgun wounds from a gun 
in the hands of Jim Cropper.” 
Cropper is said to have accused 
Shipley of having “tipped off” of- 
ficers as to the whereabouts of a 
still they found on his farm some 
time ago. . 

In the ambuseade, Mrs. Shipley, 
her 14-month-old baby and Edgar 
Hurd, her brother, were injured by 
shotgun slugs. 


REVOLUTION COST MEXICAN 
GOVERNMENT $11,400,000 


Chief Loss by Gen Escobar’s Out- 
break Was in Damage to 
Property. 

By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 30.—The 
Mexican revolution, headed by 
Gen. J. Gonzalo Escobar last 
spring, cost the Federal Govern- 
ment approximately $11,400,000. 
Figures published by the Treasury 
Department yesterday contained 
this estimate. At the same time 
the Department announced its ex- 
pectation that the cost would have 
been entirely made up by the end 
of this year. 

Besides about $7,000,000 worth 
of repairs to property damage dur- 
ing the hostilities, of costs of mo- 
bilizing and maintaining an army 
and of purchasing military equip- 
ment, the Government’s income di- 
minished $3,500,000 through tem- 
porary rebel occupation of certain 
parts of Mexico. Approximately 
$900,000 more was stolen from 
branches of the National Bank of 
Mexico by rebel raiders, according 
to the official estimate. One,of the 
greatest economies was effected in 
the army by reduction of its per- 


sonnel.

UNSTROKE and hea’ prostra- — 
tion are two different ail- 
ments and yet oné is often

In sunstroke the skin is moist 
and often quite cool, wreathing ts 
rapid, there is little fever and the 
temperature may even be subnor- 
mail. <A severe tieadache often is 

a warning of sunstroke. 

Heat prostration comes on suGc- 

denly (sometimes at night) a

warning. The skin is flushed and 
hot, breath short. pulse may be 
feeble or rapid and there may be 
high fever. 2) 

In either case a physician should 
be summoned without delay.
